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RULES OF SAFE FIREARM HANDLING 


Ay WARNING A 


READ UNDERSTAND AND PRACTICE THESE RULES OF SAFE FIREARM HANDLING. A person using a firearm has aesumed 
ghormous responsibility. You must use your flreann in a way that will ensure not only your own safaty, but that of others as wall. You 
must learn how to handle your firearm safely at all times. Failure to read, understand and obey these rules can result In serlous per- 
sonal Injuries or death to you orcthers. Make safe firearms handling a habit — remember that only you can prevent firearms accidents. 


A WARNING A The following firearms safety rules apply not only to your Remington Mocel 300 over & under shotgun, but to 


all firearms. 


CONTROL YOUR MUZZLE. Always keep your muzzie pointed ina safe direction. A safe direction le one 
in which an accidental discharge will not cause Injury to yoursalf or others. Never allow your firearm to polnt 
at anything you do not intend to shoot. Muzzle control Is especially important when loading or unloading. 
Always know where your shotgun Is polnted and keep control of the muzzle even ff you stumble or fall. 


, KNOW YOUR FIREARM. Notall firearme are alike, Noone should handle any firearm without first becom— 


ming totally familiar with the mechanical characteristics of the firearm, and with the safe handling procedures 
fer loading, unloading, carrying, shooting and storing that fireann. 


TREAT EVERY FIREARM AS IF IT WERE LOADED. Never assume a firearm is unloaded. Always check 
the chamber(s) and the magazine to make sure your firearm Is completely unloaded. Even when you know 
or think your firearm is unloaded, always control the direction of the muzzis. When not In use, keep your 
firearn unloaded and the action open. When handling or carrying a loaded firearm, always keep the manual 
safety in the “SAFE™position until you are actually ready to shoot. Never rely on the manual safety to justify 
careless handling. Even Ifyou think the safety is engaged, caraless handling may reeultin an unintentional 
firing. The safety may not actuaily have bean engaged; the intemal mechanism may have been altered, 
disabled or broken; or the safety may have been disengaged by careless handling. 


DONT ALTER YOUR FIREARM. Improper alterations or modifications te your firearm can be dangerous. 
NEVER alter, modify or change the safety, trigger, sear, hammers of other parts of the firearm. If you think 
your Remington firearm needs io be adjustad or modified, return It to the Remington factory or take ittoa 
recommended Remington gunsmith,

. WEAR EYE AND EAR PROTECTION. Wear shatterproof eyeglasses, shooting glasses, or sunglasses and use 


ser protection, such as eer plugs or muffe whenever you areshooting. Exposure to shooting nolse can cause per 
manenthearing loss. Wear protective eyewear to protect your eyes wheneveryou are chocting, cleaning, azeem— 
bling or disassembling your firearm. 


» TAKE CARE OF YOUR FIREARM. Keep your firearm's barrel(s) clean and free of obstructions Firing a firearm 


with even 4 partially obstructed barrel can be extramely dangerous to you and those around you. If the firearm 
Produces en abnormal sounding report or generates a weak recoil when you shoot, stop firing immediately and 
completely unload your firearm and check to be sure that no obstruction has become lodged in the barral(s). 
Wom, broken, damaged or missing parts may be dangerous. Have your firearm checked periodically by a quali- 
fied gunsmith. 


. NEVER USE IMPROPER AMMUNITION. Only uss ammunition that exactly matches the caliber or gauge mark— 


ings on your firearm. Careless or incorrect reloading js dangerous, Improperly—made reloads may cause the 
barrel or breech of any firearm to burst, which can result in serious personal injury or death to you or those near 
you. your firearm misfires, i.e., fails to fire when you pull the trigger, then take the following precautions: (1} Polnt 
the muzziein a safedirection; (2) Putthe sate in the ‘GAFE’ position; (9) Carefully open the action avoicing expo— 
sure to your face; and {4} remove and discard the shall/cartidge safely. your firearm experiences repeated mis— 
fires, take it to 4 qualified gunsmith or retum it to the factory. 


LOAD AND SHOOT SAFELY. Never lead your firearm until you are in a safe location to shoot, and always keep 
the safety engaged until you are actually ready to shoot at 4 selected target. As snon as you ceases firing, evan 
temporarily, you should immediately engage the safaty in the ‘SAFE’ position. Bafore you pull the trigger, make 
Sure you can 3a6 the target clearly, and the path of the bullet, slug, or shot charge beyond the target. Never shoot 
at water, rocks, of any hard surface. Bullets may glance off such surfaces and cause injuries, Never shoot at noice 
ormovement Know the range ofyour firearm. Remember, shotgun pelletscan travel 500 yards and ehotgun slugs 
have a range of more than one-half mile. Rimfire bullets can travel mora than 1 1/2 miles. Centerfire bullets can 
travel up to 5 miles. 


RULES OF SAFE FIREARMS HANDLING 


IX, UNLOAD YOUR FIREARM WHENEVER YOU ARE NOT SHOOTING. Load your firearm only when you are In 
the field or on the target range ready to fire. Never carry of store a loaded firearm in a bullding or avehicle. Never 
bring «loaded firearm into camp. Unload your firearm before crossing or climbing up or down any obstacle that 
may prevent you Tram keeping full contre! over the firearm, such as a fallen tree, fence, tres stand, or slippery area. 
Never pull a firearm towards yourself nor push it tewarde another person. Unload your firearm as coon as you are 
done sheeting. Unloading your flrearm maans unloading It completaly so there je no ammunition In the cham— 
ber(s} or in the magazine. 


X. STORE YOUR FIREARM SAFELY. Safe storage of firearms and ammunition Isa must. Keep firearms and am— 
munitien away from chikiren and other unauthorized users. Lock unloaded firearms and ammunition securely in 
saperais locaiions. Never leave an unsecured firearm cr ammunition accessible to othars. 


A SHOOT SOBER. Never drink alcohol beverages nor consume anything that can |mpair your judgment or 
physical coordination when you are using 4 firearm. Firearms and alcohol or drugs simply do not mi. 


A LEAD EXPOSURE WARNING: Discharging firearms in a poorly vantlated areas, cleaning firearms, handling 
ammunition may result in exposure to laad, a substance known to cause birth defects, raproductive harm, cancer 
and other serious physical injury. Have adequate ventilation at all times. Wash hands thoroughly after exposure.

LETTER 'B' SHOWS 
BOTTOM BARREL WILL FIRE FIRST 


The safety provides additional protection against accidental or unin- 
tentional discharge under normal usage when properly engaged 
and in good working order. 


Te engage the safety In the SAFE" position, pull tt rearward. The let- 
ter ‘S' WILL SHOW. See Picture 3. ardiess of the position of the 
safaty, treat every firearm as if it were loaded, and always point the 
muzzle in a safe direction. 


Always put the safety In the ‘SAFE’ position before handling, loading 
or unlcading the shotgun. 


When you are ready to fire the shotgun, push the safety forward so 
that the letter ‘S" DOES NOT SHOW. The safety Is now in the “FIRE” 
position. See Picture 4, 


THE BARREL SELECTOR 


NOTE: Your Modal 300 shotgun has two barrels and one trigger. 
A barrel selector Is provided te allow you to select which barrel ta 
fire first. 


The barrel selector is positioned in the canter of thesafety. Moving 
the barrel selector right or left determines which barrel will fire first. 


To select the top barrel to fire first, push the barrel selector to the 
fight. This will expose the letter ‘T. See Picture 3. 


To select the bottom barre! to fire first, push the barre! selactor to 
the left. This will expose the letter ‘B’. See Picture 4. 


MODIFYING THE SAFETY 


The practice of modifying any firearm safety mechanism to render 
it Ineparable |s not recommended. However, Remington recog- 
nizes that many competitive target shooters do this, as well as lock- 
ing out the barrel eslector to always fire a specific barrel firet 


Should such modifications be desired for competitive target 
shooting, use the procedure described on Page 18. 


a WARNING: For your safety as well as those around you, any- 
one handling tha modified firearm must be advised that the safety 
switch has bean dleabled. 


THE TRIGGER 


A WARNING: DO NOT TOUCH THE 
TRIGGER UNTIL YOU ARE READY TO 
FIRE. 


Pulling the tigger fires the shotgun. 


After the first barre! has been fired, release 
to Its full forward position and then pullthe trigger again tofira 
the second barral, 


A WARNING: Do not alter or modify the tigger or firing 
mechanism. 


Thewelghtof the trigger pull ls presetatthe factory to provide 
a safe and reliable trigger pull force. 


All adjustments to the trigger, tigger pull and firing mecha- 
nism must be made only by the factory or a REMINGTON 
RECOMMENDED GUNSMITH. 


CAUTION: Dry firing the Medel 300™ with empty chambers 
Is not recommended unless snap caps are used to cushion 
the firing ping to prevent damage to the firing pin holes. Ex- 
cessive dry firing without anap caps could cause the firing 
pins to bind, resulting In misfires. 
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THE AUTOMATIC EJECTORS 


The ejectors automatically aject any fired rounds from the barrels 
when the barrel assembly Is broken open. Unfired rounds will not 
be ejected but willbe lifted away from the breach face of the barrels 
whan the action opened. This will allow unfired shalis to ba easily 
ramoved by hand. 


TO DISABLE THE AUTOMATIC EJECTORS SO THAT FIRED 
SHELLS MUST BE REMOVED MANUALLY: 


Some shooters prefer that fired shells notbe ejected automatically 
when the action is opened, To disable the automatic ejectors, de 
the following: 

1 Remove the barrel assembly. See instructions on Page 13.

A WARNING: The ejectors are part of the shell caee head sup- 
port system. Never shoot the gun with alther ajector not In placa, 
as a shell head may rupture and cause serious personal injury. 


THE TOP LEVER

A WARNING: Beware of pinch points as you open and close 
the action. 


TO OPEN (BREAK) THE ACTION: 


WARNING: Whenever you open the action, keap the muzzle 
pointed In a safe direction and the safety in the "SAFE" position.

A WARNING: NEVER try to remove an object from a barrel by 
leading another shell and firing. This may cause the barre! to burst

A WARNING: Make sure that the inskle of both barrels Is free 
of dirt or other objects. 


THE CHOKE TUBES 


Your Model 300 over & under shotgun is equipped with Rem.” 
Choke tubes to allew you to utilize the spectiic type of choke 
constriction desired for specific types of hunting or target shoot- 
ing. Achoka tube wranch has also been supplied to be used when 
changing or tightening the choke tubas. 


WARNING: NEVER place your hand over the muzzle when 
changing the cheke tubes, 


TO CHANGE THE CHOKE TUBES: 


. Point the shotgun In a safe direction. 

. Puilthe safety to the *SAFE’ position so theletter ‘S’ SHOWS. 
Open the action and check the chambers to make sure there 
are no shells in elther barrel. 

. Place the choke tube wrench into the choke tubs. 

on the wrench counter—clockwise and remove the choke 
tube. 

. Select the desired choke tube and insert the tube into the 
barral. 

Tighten the choke tube snugly but DO NOT OVER— 
TIGHTEN. 

. Close the action. 

, Following the above procedure, check the choke tubes oc— 
casionally to make sure they have not loosened. 


aA WARNING: NEVER fre the firearm without the choke tubes 
installed. 


A WARNING: NEVER alter a barral by cverbaring or longthen- 
Ing the forcing cone. This may cause the barre! to burst, and cause 
serious personal injury or death to you and those around you. 
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THE FORE-END ADJUSTING SCREW 


The fore—aend adjusting screw is used to adjust the tightness ofthe 
fore—end iron against its matching radius of the frame. See Pic- 
ture 10 on Page 11. Any looseness of the fore—and Iron might pre- 
vent the hammers from being recocked, or might result in a loose 
barre! assembly when the gun is broken open. 


TO ADJUST TIGHTNESS OF FORE—END IRON 


1. Remove the fore—end assembly. Sea Page 13. 

2. Using the 3/32" hex key provided, insertit into the hole in the 
front of the barrel lug. See Picture 7. Aotate it until it finds 
the corresponding hex hole In the end of the fore—end ad— 
justing screw. 


FORE—END IRON 
ADJUSTING SCREW 


3. To increases tightness, rotate the key a fraction of a tum 
counterclockwise whan viewed from breech end of firearm. 

4, Remove the hex key and replace the fore—end aseembly. 
Make sure that the fore~ end latch clozes easily. Check the 
tightness by breaking gun open. 

5. Repeat procedure unti satistactory tightnass Is obtalned. 


The Model 300” Shotgunis shipped with the barrel and fora—end 
assemblies ramoved. See Picture & for location of parts. 


1. Before assembling, clean the barrel assembly following the 
Instructions on Page 15. 

2. Push the rear of the top lever to the right unt it etches 
open. See Picture 6. 

8. Align the circular cute on the underside of the barrel assem— 
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bly with the pivet pine in the front of the frame, See Picture 


Hold the barrel assambly In engagement with the plvot pina 
and allgn the ejector cam pins with thelr cam slots In the 
frame. Then rotate the barrel assembly until the top lever 
latches into place In the center of the frame top tang. 
Carefully place the fors-end assembly at « slight angle to 
the barrel, and fitradius of the fore—end iron to the matching 
radius of the frame, See Picture 10, 

Push the fora—end assembly against the bottom of the 
barrel to latch Into place. 


HOW TO LOAD AND UNLOAD 


TO LOAD THE SHOTGUN: 


A WARNING: Do notload your shotgun until you are in the field 
or at the target range and ready to shoot. NEVER load your shot- 

un in a dwelling, Sullding, vehicle or camp. NEVER lesve your 
loaded shotgun unattended — even momantarily.

Use a philips head screwdriver to locsen the top recoll pad 
screw, then unscrew the lower recoil pad screw and rotate 
the recall pad to axposs the stock bolt hele. 
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NOTE: Apply a small amount of liquid soap or all to the screwdriv- 
er for ease of insertion and to prevent damage to the recoil pad.

LUBRICATION AND MAINTENANCE 


A WARNING: NEVER lubricate or clean your shotgun unless 
itis completely unloaded. 


TO CLEAN THE BARREL ASSEMBLY:

Use the instructions and equipment previded in a good 
cleaning kit. For cleaning kit recommendations, see your 
Remington Recommended Gunsmith. 

Select the correct gauge cleaning orush and attach the 
brush to the cleaning red. 

Put the cleaning brush inte the cleaning solvent 

Push the cleaning red through each barrel from the breech 
end sevaral times. 

Push the correct size cleaning patch through each bore, 
Repeat several times using a clean patch each time until the 
patch is not dirty.

A WARNING: After cleaning, always make sure that both bar- 
rela are free of obstructions. 
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TO CLEAN THE CHOKE TUBE:
